1. Applicants' amendment filed on January 14, 2005 was received. Claims 8 
and 14 are amended. Claim 20 is deleted.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest references: Modic542 (US 5 324 542) and Modic214 (US 3 457 214). 
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Modic542 discloses a composite comprising a top layer derived from 
addition curable polysiloxane and a base layer derived from the polymer taught in 
Modic214. (col. 5, line 40 to col. 6, line 43 and col. 11, lines 7-18). Modi214's 
polymer is a condensation curable polysiloxane. (col. 1, lines 11-19) However, 
Modic542 as evidenced by Modic214 does not teach or fairly suggest the use of 
component D) set forth in the present invention. Furthermore, Applicants show the 
unexpected results of using component D) in Examples.
